The line designations (19S-iaaM#l, 35S-iaaL#7, etc) correspond to those 
used in the Genes and Development paper (5:438-446, 1991). I have also enclosed 
wild type seed from the Samsun line used for transformation as well as an 
additional pMON518 line (19S-iaaM#2) that has not been described. We are 
currently quantitating auxin levels in 19S-iaaM#2, which displays much the 
same phenotype as 19S-iaaM#l. 

We would be most interested in any results that you obtain with these 
plants, especially with respect to levels of free or conjugated IAA. Please feel free 
to contact either Harry or myself if any questions arise.
